Yesterday was the ‘ime eet jar!

street. Many have paid their pro 
rata of the costs.of the work without

principally owned by Brown which 
have yet to be heard from. 

Injunction papers were served on 
City Engineer Chapman on Wednes- 
day evening, but City Attorney Hall 
found a flaw in them, whHich he 
deemed of enough importance to 
call to the attention of Judge Lati- 
mer. 

Hall's version was that if he did 
not conduct the sale as it was adver- 

tised that the whole proceedings 
might become illegal. He therefore 
instructed Chapman to proceed. 

Promptly at 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning Chapman auctioned off three 
lots, two of which belonged to J. 
Hogue. There were no more bidders 
in sight, so the sale was postponed 
until 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Brown’s attorneys got wind of the 
postponement and the flaw in the 
injunction and rushed to Martinez 
and had Judge Latimer make the 
neressary changes in the papers.

It would have been wiser if the reverend orator across the bay 
had exhorted the mothers in his congregation to imitate their mothers 
more closely. If he had urged them to be mothers in all that the 
sacred name implies, if he had said to them there is no greater, 
grander name that any human being can bear than that of mother, 
and the woman who is ashamed or unwilling to bear it is not much 
of a woman. 


MOTHERS TODAY AND YESTERDAY. 


A reverend gentleman, expatiating on the mothers of today and 
the mothers of yesterday in his sermon last Sunday in San Francisco, 
declared that the mothers of today were far superior to the mothers 
of yesterday. Unfortunately the divine did not explain—at least so 

’ far as the newspaper report of his sermon goes—how the mothers are 
an improvement on their mothers, and not many people will be pre- 
pared to accept his dictum unless more convincing evidence than is 
apparent to the casual observer is offered. 

The mothers of yesterday were first of all not afraid to be mothrs 
and the result was they had large families and were proud of it. 
And strange to say, though they had far less. conveniences than our 
modern mothers, although they were as a rule far poorer in this 
world’s goods and although they had to do enormous quantities of 
work which their daughters do not have to do, they lived to a good 
old age, satisfied with the father of their children from the day 
they married him until they buried him or he buried them, and 
seemed to enjoy life far more than their daughters do. 

The mothers of yesterday had no telephones, no automobiles, no 
stores selling preserves, pickles, and food of all kind prepared ready 
to eat. They did not go often to the theater, and they had to make 
their children’s clothes themselves. But they never considered their 
children nuisances, or in the way, or tiresome. They never lost inter 
est in all that their children did from the cradle to the grave, and 
while they were not adverse to using the rod, they were not forced 
to go into juvenile courts to beg for paroles and pardons for crimes 
their children had committed. 


As they grew old their children loved and admired them in 
return. The family home was really a home. It was not a flat in an 
apartment house, or two rooms in a boarding house or hotel. It was 


A BRIDGE TO SAN FRANCISCO. 


There is no reason why the plea to bridge from this side of the 
bay to San Francisco should not bé realized. In fact even if a bridge 
is not built across the whole width of the harbor, there is no reason 
why it should not be built to, the west side of Yerba Buena or Goat 
Island. That idea is by no means a novel one, and has only been 
retarded because the island is now occupied as a naval school for 
the training of apprentices for the navy. 


There is no reason, either, why the convenience of millions of 
travelers reaching what is going to be a second New York should 
not be considered as paramount by the government to the location 
of a naval school, especially as there are several other islands in the 
bay belonging to the government that can just as easily be used for 
that purpose. It was proposed te extend the long wharf that is now 
used for freight ships by the Southern Pacific to the island and then 
to build a circular railroad going along one side and returning by 
the other, with a ferry across the narrow intervening space of water 
that could be crossed in a few minutes by a ferry. 

The island is plenty large enough for all the necessary depots 
and yards, and the through passenger service need not utilize it at 
all. The Key Route as well as the Southern Pacifie and any other 
road would use the shorter ferry, and the railroad on the island and 
the approaches to it would be owned by the state or the abuiting 
cities. 

If such a scheme were carried out the passage across the bay 
would not only be greatly shortened, but more than that, it would 
be much safer. The dangerous foggy passages at certain seasons 
of the year would be eliminated and it would have a great effect in 
building up this side of the bay. Whatever plan is finally adopted, 


we expect some day to see some plan carried out and put into active 
operation. ,

It is that stagnant water 
which contributes so largely to our supply of mosquitoes, and of

It can be done, and thus a mutual benefit will be done, the city 
will get a harbor and the citizens dry lots.
